SUMMING up of the activities or the General

reveals no small number of places wherein legisla- 
tive action could profitably, for the people at larg« 
at least, have been enacted despite the fact that 
probably more bills were made Into law than during 
any previous session of a lawmaking body in Ohio. 


Mont pronounced In the column of non-accomplish- 


ment Is satisfactory fiction on questions of taxation. 
What little was done in that direction will not, political 
economists agree, serve to in any manner aid the sit- 
uation, but rather It will only serve to confuse and 
befog the general condition. In the last analysis, tha 
burden of-taxation'will-be only more pronounced as 
a result of the enactment of .laws that call for a great- 
er expenditure of money. 
. 


What little of good might have been accomplished, 


was offset by authorization of floating deficiency 
bonds to pay current expenses. It is true the Legis- 
lature did decree tho .suspension of tax limitations 
by a vote of 60 per cent of the electors voting, t'o ai'.1 
cities In keeping things going, but It must be seen 
thai this too only adds to the debt situation. Besides, 
the new levies that were voted has rendered the al- 
ready tax-burdened citizen groggy.

the General Assembly, but in many cases the evidence 
is so strong on tho wrong side of the sheet that it 
cannot be mistaken. It has been a season ot ambi- 
tion development. 
All too many lawmakers have 


been playing their hands for personal, political build- 


Ing, using the events of today as stepping stones to 
personal advancement tomorrow.

In the fir«t election, to be held ;n 


November of this good >car, five com- 
missioners aie to be elected, three for 
terms of four years each and two for 
two years each. The thiee candidates 
receiving the highest number of votes 
will be certaifiod as elected for four 
years each. The two next highest will 
teri-e for two ycar.s each. 


Nominations must he made on or be- 


fore July Sth, under the charter. 
There i« no limit placed on the number 
of candidates that may be certified to 
be named on the ticket to he voted in 
November. But you should know that, 
if you have a hankeiing after a job on 
the board, it'n going to be necessary 
for you to observe a few fundamentals 
before you can get up to the point of 
being "shot at" by the voters. 


You cannot make a personal canvass 


fn your own behalf to secure a nom- 
ination or election or the nomination 
or election of any other candidate at 
the same election. You can cause no- 
tice of your candidacy to be published 
in a newspaper and you may procure 
the circulation of a petition for your 
own nomination, but you are not per- 
mitted to personally circulate the peti- 
ti&n, nor hy writing or othciwibc 
solicit anyone to support you or vote 
for you. You are not permitted to ex- 
pend or promise any money, office 
employment or other thing of value to 
secure a nomination or election, bu 
you may answer inquiries .such as maj 
be put to you and may declare youi 
position publicly upon matters of pub- 
lic interest, cither by addressing pub- 
lic meetings or by making written 
.statements for newspaper publication 
or genera! circulation. That's the way 
the charter reads and if, being a can- 
ditjate, you violate anv of these pro- 
visions, you may be disqualified from 
holding office, if elected. 
, -Your petition must be in the hands 
of the board of deputy slate supervis- 
ors of elections for Aiien-co on or be- 
fore July 9th. The petition must bear 
the names of two per cent of the reg- 
istered electors of the city, the board 
of elections has decreed. 


If elected, you'll receive a salary of 


$600 per year, payable in monthly in- 
stallments, but you'll be required to 
give bond in the sum of $10,000, thru 
a bonding company, to the approval of 
the sinking fund trustees. The prem- 
ium on the bond will be'paid by the 
city. 
' The names of candidates regularly 
placed in nomination will be voted on 
in the Aug\ist primary and the ten re- 
ceiving the highest number of votes 
will again be voted on in November, 
to determine the give to be commis- 
sioners and \\ho shall serve the t w o 
and four year terms. The commission- 
ers choose one ot their number as 
mayor.

She was the daughter of a prominent 
Spanish military officer, had received fin- 
ished vocal instruction and had sailed to 
astonish America with, a marvelously 
beautiful interpretation of the role of 
Fiora in Montemezzi's "L'Amore dei tre 


He." 
On the evenings when Bori was cast 


people went to the Metropolitan Opera 
House to hear a superb voice and superb 
p.rtistry,-and were not disappointed. 


Then suddenly Bori sang" no. more at 


the opera. The word w.ent around that 
she had lost her voice, that she suffered 
from some strange throat ailment. Soon 
she had left the country and no more was 


; heard of her, and during succeeding sea- 
sons operagoers compared this soprano 
or that to the inimitable Bori, and mused 
on how pitiful it was that Bori, in the 
first glory of her career,- had 'lost her 
voice—her everything. 
. . . . , - . . - . • 


But now Bori has come back and has 


taken up her glory where she left it so 
suddenly five seasons ago. In explana- 
tion she tells a dramatic tale of heroic 
trials and a marvelous surgical opera- 
tion..

"Suddenly, on that terrible day five 


years ago," she tells with expressive ges- 
tures—she is of the flashing, dark, viva- 
cious Spanish type—"suddenly I found 
my voice husky, hoarse. I could scarcely 
speak. When I tried to sing the tone 
was so harsh and fogged that it was not 
a tone. I had not a cold. What could 
it be? I had always suffered from 
hoarseness after singing,, but it had al-

The doctor responded that the operation 
meant a severe ordeal for her. 


For six weeks after the surgery she 


would have to remain completely silent. 
If she uttered a word the operation would 
be undone. 
The wounded vocal cords 


would have to remain utterly quiet. 


Again the singer replied that she was 


ready for anything if.she could only get 
her voice back. 


Dr. della Vadosa explained 
further 


that the corns on her vocal cords had 
been a long while grrfwing and that they 
had been the reason for her former 
hoarseness after singing. 
No£ only 


would the operation give her her voice 
back, but it would eliminate that former- 
intermittent hoarseness; also, the growth 
had never allowed her voice a full chance, 
and after the operation she would sing 
better than she had evex sung before. 


Bori shook with joy at these prophe- 


cies. 


The operation was performed at Milan. 


The singer's throat was opened, the 
larynx bared and the delicate knife of 
the surgeon, moved by exquisitely skillful 
hands, scalped away the corn from the 
vocal cords. Then the wound was closed 
and.the singer brought out of the antes- 
thetic with the greatest care to prevent 
her from talking and injuring the lacer- 
ated vocal cords. 


Then for six weeks she lay and pres- 


ently went about, uttering not a word. 


"I allowed myself not a wink of sleep," 


she relates, "during the three crucial 
first days. 
I strained to keep myself 


awake day and night, lest I should mut-

ter a word to myself. My anxiety during 
those speechless weeks was agonizing. 
Would the operation turn out a success? 
Or was I ruined forever? 


"Finally the time came. I was allowed 


to speak my first word. My voice came 
clear and. strong. That was encourag- 
ing. Then,.after, a while, I was allowed 
to try a note. It came strong and ring- 
ing, and I nearly fell down with joy. •' 


"Soon I sang extended pieces and knew 


that my voice had come back (o.me, and 
better than ever." 


The ffinal coronation came not long 


afterward, daring the course of last sum- 
mer. 
The sagacious, bearded Signer 


said "when she had finished sinking. 


And speedily a contract was signed for 


her appearance at the Metropolitan 
Opera House during this season. 


Only a few /weeks ago she made her 


reappearance before her old admirers 
and was enthusiastically received. The 
reports which' presaged her appearance 
were not exaggerated.

marvelously clear and strong and even 
more charming than when she won favor 
as Fiora.

dritics were lavish and unanimous in 
praise of the tenor who had restored 
her,.voice after a succession of dis- 
heartening trials.

A trifle nervous, she sang cau- 
tiously at first, but almost immediately 
regaining composure she became, as in 
other years, both in song and action the 
most exquisite of Mimis. There -was no 
doubt as to the sentiments of the very 
large audience. The singer received an 
ovation when she came upon the stage. 
After her aria 'Mi chiamono Mimi' 
some one tossed her a bouquet of violets.

reigned and justly, throughout an ex- 
cellent and spirited performance." 


This is how little Lucrezia Bori has 


returned to New York, with the beautiful 
voice she lost five years ago restored. 


It is a heartening talc of misfortune 


come and flung aside. It is ono of the 
happy stories of the season, with a de- 
scent into depths, a marvel of surgery, 
and a return to heights. Of another and 
darker color is the story of Octave Dua, 
which likewise tells of surgery, but sur- 
gery of a different sort. 


The other day, during f.he final re- 


hearsals at 
the Metropolitan 
Opera 


House of Geraldine Farrar's singing of 
Louise, Oct.ave Dua, one of the important 
tenors, collapsed on thn stage. He fell 
down, blind in one eye, partly deaf and 
partly paralyzed. Immediately following, 
he instituted suit against a prominent 
New York nosn and throat specialist, 
claiming $100,000 damages and charging 
surgical malpractice. He relates the fol- 
lowing story: 
' 


He went to the New York physician 


last April for a simple operation, the 
removal of a nasal obstruction, .and

claims that after an excruciating opera- 
tion the physician stemmed an internal 
hemorrhage with cotton when he should 
have used gauze. He failed to entirely 
remove the cotton plugging from one of 
the passages Ijehind the eye. 
' 


Dua states that he returned repeatedly 


to the doctor and begged him to remove 
the cotton that he was sure he felt in the 
cavity behind the eye. 
The doctor 


laughed at him and told him that he suf- 
fered from "sick imagination." 


Toward the end of April the tenor 


went to London for the Covcnt Garden 
season. He ailed constantly. He went 
to a famous London specialist and told 
his tale. .The, London specialist, like the 
New York physician,' laughed at the 


4. tenor's account of the cotton left in the 


cavity. But Dua pleaded so hard that 
the specialist'decided to probe for the 
cotton on a chance. He found the cotton. 


By this time a serious disturbance had 


-taken place in the cavity. Tha removal 
of the cotton relieved the tenor, but did 
not cure him., He went to his native 
Belgium for a rest. There he met a girl 
;who had been a" war nurse. They were 
^'attracted to each other. She nursed him. 


When the'opening: of the present sea-; 


son nearcd Dua.tried his voice and found 
it i:; norms! condition. He married his 
nurse and came to New York to fulfill 
his contract at the Metropolitan. 


He was still ailing. The inflammation 


set up by the cotton in the cavity would 
not quiet. Still- he kept up and went on 
with his sinking, with the arduous re- 
hearsing of the early opera season. He 
grew worse, but he kept up on his nerve. 
Then he collapsed. 


He now rests, blind in one eye, partly 


deaf and suffering, from facial paralysis 
and continual headaches, and'mourns tho 
bitterness come to his career and his 
romance. His young wife nurses him. 


"I want her comfort to be secured," he 


says, explaining his $100,000 suit. 


Octave Dua was one of the rare tenors 


of the world. He made a great Amer- 
ican reputation with the Chicago Opera 
Company and came to the resplendent 
Metropolitan full of the expectation to 
make himself a second Jean de Reszke. 
And now he has fallen afoul of a surgical 
blunder, just as Lucrezia Bori has been 
saved and restored to her former glories 
by a miracle of the knife. 


Life goes that way. 
The world of 


music has scarcely set itself to rejoice 
with Bori for her astonishing return 
when it is saddened by the wretched mis- 
fortune that has befallen Octave Dua. 


Another tragedy of the musical sea- 


son is the scries of tragedies that has 
befallen the greatest tenor, Caruso, i For 
him the season began with the huge 
robbery of jewels from his Long Island 
home while he was away singing in 
Havana. His young society girl wife, 
with their new child, was greatly upset. 
A loss of half a million dollars had to be 
pocketed. 


One night while he was ringing su- 


perbly a small blood vessel broke in 
his throat. He was almost suffocated 
by the flow of blood. .He choked. His 
voice broke. The performance was de- 
layed, but he continued in the next 
act, spitting blood in his handkerchief, 
but bearing up bravely. 


In a little while he went to bed with 


an attack of influenza. Pleurisy .and 
pneumonia developed. He lingered for 
weeks, and then came out of danger. 


Caruso will not be able to sing any • 


more this season, and some are afraid 
that he will never sing again. 


With Caruso, • though, these things 


may be taken with equanimity. He hag 
had a full and enormously successful 
career. He can well retire satisfied.
